‘At the end of this year there are tentative plans to open the Westborough 
vil defense bunker on route 135 and staff it with three shifts of operators, 
over a 12 day period. This is one of the reparations the State wants to do in 
order to have communication links available in the event of Y2K difficulties, 
Operators are needed from December 27 through January 7th, Each shift is 
8 hours and the idea is to have full coverage 24 hrs @ day during that 
period. The bunker, of course, is equipped with uhf/vhf radios. Licensed 
‘amateurs (Technicians on up) are needed to operate the radios.
